S I had the Honour to attend 
Mr. Stewart into the Emperor 
of Morocco's Dominions, I con- 

l tinued in thoſe Parts between 

three and four Months, which Time I em- 

ploy'd in gathering ſuch Materials as en- 
couraged me to proceed in the following 
Work: And in this I have been particu- 
larly careful not to deliver any thing, but 
what either came under my own Obſerva- 
tion, or was ſupported by Authorities not 
to be:doubted of. Mr. Stewart was no leſs 
exact in making his Remarks, than gene- 
rous in beſtowing them upon me; and I 
am confident, that Gentleman's Characłer 
of Ability and Honour, conſidered with 
the Publick one he bore, which afforded 


q Opportunities of ſeeing Things not eaftly* 1 
met with by People of an ordinary Rank,” 
will give this Account a Value which! 
could never otherwiſe have hoped for. And |

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what renders it ſtill more complete is, that 
ſince my Return into England, I have had 
the good Fortune to be introduced to Mr. 
Corbiere, who formerly was at that Court, 
and hias been pleaſed to ſupply me with his 
Memoirs, which no Perſon to whom his 
Name is known, will doubt to be leſs Au- 
thentick than Curious. Out of theſe I have 
made large Additions to my own Collecti- 
on, and think my ſelt the more obliged to 
him, becauſe he never could be perfuaded 
to publiſh them himſelf, tho? often impor- 
tuned to do it. 


The Country I write of is very little 
known to us, whatever Intercourſe we ſeem 
to have had with it; and tho' we have 
been pretty well accuſtomed to ſee its Na- 
tives in our Streets: Yet the only Conſi- 
deration of Trade, of which ſome Notice 
is taken in this Book, will convince the 
Reader how much it is our Intereſt to be 
better acquainted with it. No one indeed 
will expect, that having made ſo ſhort a 
Stay there, I ſhould offer a regular Hiſto- 
ry; neither do I attempt it: f am never- 
theleſs in Hopes, that my honeſt Endea- 
vours, during that little time, the valuable 
Aſſiſtance I have been tavour'd with, and 
the Matters of Fact which I report with 

N ns Un 


e . 
Truth, will both be of Service and agreca- 
ble to my Country. I 
I have ſaid, that this part of Barbary is 
little known to us, becauſe there has ſcarce 
been a tolerable Account of it ſince Leo 
Africanus, who indeed wrote an excellent 
one about two hundred Yearsago; andaf- 
ter him, another was publiſhed by Marmol, 
which for the moſt part was taken out of 
the former. And yet it is ſome Satisfacti- 
on to finda great Conformity between rhe 
preſent Race of Moors, and thoſe of Leos 
time; the Reaſon of which I take to be 
this. „ | 


The People of the Country are of two 
ſorts; one conſiſts of Berebbers, (as they 
call themſelves) or Barbariazs properly 15 
named, who chiefly dwell in Hutrs upon 
Atlas, and other Mountains, are the old 
Natives; and by not being entirely ſubgyed 
to this Day, have kept their own Cuſtoms 
both Civil and Domeſtick; and their Lan- 
guage called Shilha, ſuppoſed to be the _ 
antient Punick or Carthaginian, which, 1 
think, would greatly deſerve being particu- 
larly enquired into: And Mr. Jezreel Jones 
will be pleaſed to forgive me, (as I am in- 
formed that he is of the ſame Opinion a- 
bout chat Language, gd a Maſter of ir) 
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if I wiſh he would acquaint the World 
with ſome Account about it. 


The other ſort of Inhabirants are the Ara- 
bians, who cultivate the Plains, remove 


(as they ever did) from Place to Place, 


dwell in Tents, and make what was for- 
merly called Pecunia, (or Cattle) and Corn, 


their principal Wealth. Theſe alſo are par- 


ticularly tenacious of their antient ways, 


and of their Language, both which, as far as 


we can learn from Hiſtory, they have pre- 
ſerved with very little Alteration near two 
thouſand Years. 


They are the Race of Men who after 
having over-run a large Tract of Aſia, and 


: all the Northern Parts of Afi rica from Eaſt 


to Weſt, did, in the Space of three Years, 
ſubdue the whole Kingdom of Spain, which 
they were forced to quit after a Poſſeſſion 


of ſeven hundred Years, and retire into 
thoſe Parts that are now under the Empe- 
ror of Morocco's Subjection, and then be- 
longed to Men of their own Race and Re- 
ligion. They are the People who ſtood 


the faireſt, of any ſince the Romans, for 


univerſal Monarchy, who puſhed their Con- 


ſts with incredible Rapidity, during 


thoſe Ages when Chriſtendom was involv- 
ed in Diſſentions, Bigottry and Ignorance; 


* 
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the eres mildeſt, and beſi-rempered Go- 
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and then it was they taught the World all 
Arts and Sciences, by reviving the Mathe- 


maticks and tranſlating into their own Lan- 


guage, the beſt Greek and Roman Books. 


ut now they are the very People whom, 
ſince their Expulſion out of Spain, we have 
jor called Barbarous, from their Cruel- 
„Pride, and Inveteracy againſt the Chri- 
jan Name, and are as famous for their 
Craft and Inſincerity, as the old Africans 
were reckoned by the Romans; and being 
no leſs idle than ignorant, they have little 
troubled themſelves for many Years paſt, 
but to exert their hatred to the Chriſtians, 
and to enrich themſelves by the Number 
of Slaves they made amongſt them; till the 
Emperor, within theſe thirty Vears, aſſu- 
med to himſelf the Property in all Slaves 
whatever, and even attempted to make e- 
very one of his Subjects ſuch in Name, 
which they are in Reality. 


I cannot avoid obſerving on chis occaſi- 
on, that a Man ſeldom makes ſo true an 
Eſtimate of his own Country, as when he 
views it by Compariſon with others. Thus 
it happened to me during my Stay in Bar- 


bary, where it was natural for me to make 
ſuch Reflections, as mult of courſe ariſe to 


an Engliſh ue who having lived under 


ver-

vernment in the World, is tranſported to 
one in every Reſpect the Reverſe; where 


a fierce and unbounded Tyranny and Op- 


preſſion have deſtroyed the very DiſtinEti- 
ons of Right and Wrong, and prevented 
all the Ends of Society. When I faw ſo 
many thouſands of my Fellow-Creatures, 


who knew no Law but the arbitrary and 


capricious Will of their Prince, and were re- 


Aduced to ſuch a degree of Slavery, as funk 


them below the Dignity of human Nature, 
I turned my Thoughts back with a ſecret 
Pleaſure upon Great Britain, and conſider- 
ed with more Attention than I had done 
before, the invaluable Bleſſings of our Con- 
ſtitution. I then began to form the trueſt 


Judgment of our Laws, which had put e- 


very thing upon ſo equal a footing, and 
had fixed the Boundaries between the Pow- 
er of the Prince and the Liberty of the Sub- 
ject, and which, in ſhort, had ſecured to 
us our Lives and all that 1s dear, by the 
{ſtrongeſt Ties that natural Juſtice and hu- 
man Wiſdom can invent. May all Men 
that are bleſſed with ſuch a native Happi- 
nels, know the true Value of ir, without 
the Experiment of any compariſon with the 
contrary. 


Amidſt my Reflections of this kind, I 
conſidered, that it might be ſome Alevia- 
tion to the Miſeries of thoſe Africanus, that 


they 
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they were born and bred in that Condition 
of Life, and had never known any other: 
Bur the Caſe was tar different with regard 
to thoſe who had taſted the Sweets of Li- 
berty, and enjoyed it as their Birth-righr, 
and therefore I was much more ſenſibly af- 
fected with the Sufferings of ſo many of my 
Fellow-Subje&s there, who had groaned 
under a long Captivity, and had nothing to 
ſupport them under their exceſſive Tor- 
ments, but the Hopes of being one Day 
relieved by the Gracious and Powerful In- 
terpoſition of our Glorious Sovereign. Their 
Deliverance, which was ſoon after happi- 
ly effected, is one of thoſe many Inſtanees 


of His Majeſty's Goodneſs, who has, thro” 
the whole Courſe of his Reign, made no 


other Uſe of his Power, than to employ ir 


for the Eaſe and Benefit of his People. The 


reſcuing ſeveral Hundreds of his trading 
Subjects from the ſevereſt Bondage, and re- 
ſtoring them to their Country, Friends, 


and Relations, was well worthy the Care 
of ſo great a Prince; and when they went 


in Proceſſion to St. Paul's, to return Thanks 
to Almighty God for their happy Dilive- 
rance, it was a Spectacle of leſs Pomp in- 
deed, but of more ſolid and laſting Glory 
than a Roman Triumph.

NIS MajesTy having been 
r Pleaſed to appoint The Ho- 
2 nourable Charles Stewart, 
Eſq; Commander in Chief of 
a Squadron of Ships, to cruze 
=: againſt the Sally Rovers; 

and alſo Plenipotentiary to 


treat of Peace with the Emperor of Mo- 
rocco; He failed from England the 24th. of 
September 1720, and arrived at Gibraltar the 
20th. of October following. At which Time 
the Spaniards having formed an Expedition 
againſt the Moors, had already made con- 
fiderable Embarkations to Ceuta, from their 
Camp near the Bay of Gibraltar. The 
Ambaſſador thinking this a proper Juncture 
to begin his Negotiation, on the 28th. of 
October wrote the following Letter to the

Opportunity. of ſettling that Peate and 
Friendſhip, which the King my Maſter has ſo long

peror had ſent from Mequinex, which the

\ Tent, where they brought plenty of Cuſcuſu, 
Fow.ls, and a Sheep roaſted whole upon a great 
wooden Spit, as thick as a Man's Leg, which 
they ſet upon the Table, Spit and all. Between 
three and four of the Clock, the Baſha came 
down from Tetuan, attended by about two. 
hundred Horſe, and three hundred Foot, who 
entred the Camp, Firing and Cavalcading, and 
thiew themſelves into the Form of in 
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MEQUINEZ. , 
Moon before our Tents, where the Baſha gave 

us the Diverſion of ſeeing him and his People 
Kxerciſe for above an Hour, which they per- Moors 


tormed with great Activity, the Baſha and his Exerciſe, 


Brothers often heading Parties of Horſe, who 
all together clapping their Spurs to their:Hor-_ 


ſes Sides, levelled their Pieces and fired at one 


another, as if they were attackingan Enemy:

(which made a very noble and gallant Appear- 
ance, many of their Saddles being covered all 
over with Plate) deſired the Ambaſſador to 
take which he liked beſt; then every one of 
us providing for ourſelves according to our 
Fancy, we ſet forward: The Moors for the 
moſt part of the Way to Tetxany (which is 
about fix Miles) continued firing and Caval- 
cading, after which manner we entred the 
Town, and great crouds of People ſhouting 
and hallowing; the Women being dreſt in

_ almoſt ſurrounded with Hills and Mountains, 


which being green and woody,every way gave 
a moſt delightful Profpet z there RT ittle 
Stream thro the Garden, which by great La- 
bour was conveyed from an adjacent Moun- 
tain: We dined under a Locuſt Tree that at- 
forded a pretty good Shade. The Governor 
of Tetuan came juſt after Dinner, and walk- 
ing with us, was ſo complaiſant as to gather 
and give us the beſt Fruits; there were fine 
Oranges, Lemons, and ſmall Apricocks of a 
Flavour. The Walks are ſepara- 
ted with Cane-work, and there is an Arbour 
of the {ame very well contrived, in which 


there being a Baſon ſupplied with Water from 


the ſaid Stream, the Ambaſſador filled it with 


Punch, and with much ado perſuaded the 
Governor to drink two or three Glaſſes. Great 


Quantities of Carnations coming in thro' the 
Cane-work, and at the Windows, make the 
Arbour.very delightful. The Governor had 
his Muſick with him, which conſiſted of four 
Perſons, two of them played upon ſmall In- 
ſtruments-after the manner of Violins; one 
had a piece of Parchment drawn tight over a 
little broad Hoop, with pieces of loſe Tin on 
the Sides, which he ſhook with one Hand, 
and drummed on it with the other ; another 
beat Time to their Muſick, by ſtriking the 
Palm of his Hands together, very _ 

; Well. 
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[ well. This part of the Country abounds with 
fine Oranges, Lemons,Citrons, Olives, Grapes, 
2 Figs, Melons, Pomgratfets, and Apricocks.

frames for Beds put cloſe together, in which 
it is ſaid the Emperor has ſometimes lain; they 
would hold about twenty People. We ſaw al- 
ſo the Baths, and ſome beautiful Cobahs belong- 
ing to that Apartment. 

From thence we were carried through ſeve- 
ral other Buildings, conſiſting for the moſt part 
of Oblong-ſquares, with Piazzas, under which 
the Doors open into the Lodgings, which ge- 


nerally are ground Rooms; the Doors of each 


Building are all of one form and ſize, they are 
finely inlaid and ſome of them gilt, and kept 
ſhut, ſo that we could not ſee into the Apart- 
ments. In one of theſe Squares was a Fountain, 
with Channels of Marble, that made a Labi- 
rinth, very neat and pretty. We alſo paſſed by 
the place, wherethey told us Mahomet's Wri- 
tings, and the holy Regiſters of their Law are

, whoſe ſhells were finely painted of a Sky 
Colour, with Golden Stars, repreſenting the 
Heavens, and a Golden Sun in the middle of 
curious Workmanſhip.

Wing to take the following proſpect of this

The Horſes of this Country are very 
fine, and the Moors, take a great deal of 
Pride in them, and order them after a 


very different manner from us; they back 


'them generally at two Years old, and 
ſheer their Manes and Tails till they come 
to fix, thinking that makes them ſtrong, 
At Graſs they tic ſometimes the two fore- 
feet together, at other times a fore-foot 
and a hinder one. In their Stables they 
have two Iron Pins drove into the Ground, 
one before, and the other behind them, 
at the diſtance of about three Feet from 
their Legs, which are faſtened together 
with Ropes, like our Fraves with which 
we teach Horſes to pace, but being ſhort, 


they draw their Legs together under their 


Bellies, and two Ropes come from their 


Hind and Fore- feet, which are fo tied to 


theſe Pins, that they cannot ſtir above 
one Foot backwards or forwards. Their 


Collar is alſo made faſt to the Pin before 


them, which has a Ring for that purpoſe; 


under them is a Hole covered with pie- 
ces of Timber to receive their Water; 
and a little on one ſide, a Bed of Sand or 
Saw - duſt, for them to lie upon; they have 


no Mangecs, but cat their Straw or Graſs 


off the Ground. r 
All their Horſes eat Graſs in April and 


May; and, if it be a good Tear, great 


part of March; at other Himes they eat 


Straw inſtead of Hay; their Barley is gi- 


ven them in a woollen Bag put over their 


Heads. 
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Heads. They are never dreſt, nor their 


Manes or Tales combed, but when dir- 
ty are carried to the next running Wa- 
ter. and waſhed, and if they deſign to have 
them look fine, they uſe a little Soap. 
Some will take it amiſs that you touch a 


Horſe with the Palm of your Hand to 
ſtroke him, and ſay there is a Venom in 


that Part, which is hurtful to Horſes, 
They never crop their Tails or Ears, nor 
geld them, for they like no maimed Crea- 
cures but Eunuchs for other reaſons, 
They have one Sort which they call 
noble Horſes, who bow their Heads a- 
bout at the Approach of a Man. Their 
Love is ſo great for Horſes, that not only 
they are one obthe three things for which 
the Moors have a Proverb; as moſt e- 
ſteemed, (viz.) a Horſe, a Woman, and a 
Book, but they keep even the Genealogies 
of them for two or three hundred Years, 
and are nice in diſtinguiſhing the true 
from the mixt Generations. They have 
a baſe way of ſhocing them, cutting off 
the fore-part of the Hoof, and forming 
the Shoe into a triangular Shape with the 


Proverb. 


two points. almoſt meeting at the Heel, 


which Points are made very thin, and 


after the Shoe is faſtened with three 


Nails on each ſide, are beaten as flat to 
the Hoof as poſſible. But ſome time a.

he ent up to the Ambaſſador, to know

who otherwiſe would plunder them; for 
they live in great ſubjection, it being Dearh 
for them to curſe, or lift up a Hand a- 
gainſt rhe meaneſt Moor, ſo that the Bays 
kick them about at their Pleaſure, againſt 
which they have no other Remedy but to 
run away.

The Women who are ſo happy as to 
receive his Carreſſes, partake of his Sancti- 
ty; for no ſooner do they come from him, 
but they are carried in Proceſſion about 
the Palace, and happy is ſhe who can touch. 
their Garment, which ſhe rubbs her ſelf 


with, in hopes to be the next who ſhall 


be ſo fortunate as to fall to the Emperor's 
Share. He ſeldom beſtows his Favours to 
a Woman more than once, unleſs ſhe proves 


with Child, for then ſhe becomes in greater

The Salt, I have 
been informed, is the chief Commodity, 
which they keep to rub their Lips with, be · 
ing apt to currupt and rot for want of it;

that if any one happens to make his Eſcape, the 


Merchants are ſuſpected to have adwiſed them 
to it, and corrupted ſome Moor to be aſſiſting ; 


and "conſequently they will make them pay 


three times the Price they coſt. At the ſame 
time, to the end the Slaves may not complain 


that they deſpiſe them, on account of their
